It was first 
idvocated at a meeting of this as- 
sociation held in La Verne eight 


ears ago, and the seed sown there 
;erminated and took- root in the 
ninds of the people of -the county, 
and its success and perpetuity is 
now assured. 


It is with no spirit of boasting, 


jut a cold reinteration of an ack- 
nowledged fact, when I state that 
;he imperial county of Los Angeles 
would have today no program for 
Hood control had it not been for the 
activity of this organization and its 
associated chambers. The rural and 
larbor districts of Los Angeles coun- 
ty stood alone in the support of the 
first bond project for flood control. 
We won by a small margin of 52 
votes against the united opposition 
of every organization and newspap- 
er in the city of Los Angeles. Our 
only support at that time was a 
united country press and the almost 
unanimous approval to the project 
of the citizens of Long Beach, who 
sought protection for their harbor. 
A large portion of this bond issue 
was spent in the building of flood 
channels, river and wash straighten- 
ing, and the construction of the Dev- 
il Gate dam, the dam in the San 
Dimas, and the Live Oak dam. This 
work was done under the direction 
of J. W. Reagan, chief engineer of 
the county flood control department. 
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chief engineer was accorded the un- 
animous support of this organization 
at all times and his work \vas re- 
peatedly commended by the board of 
supervisors. 


With the recital of these projects 


any organization could rest with 
credit upon its laurels, but I have 
yet to recount the greatest of all 
projects, the great dam in the San 
Gabriel canyon, costing in excess of

men, having behind them the support 
of many local chambers.

Walnut Packing 


House Is Rushing 


The 1925 walnut season opened in 


ull blast Monday morning, Soptem- 
>er 19, when Secretary C. D. Wol- 
finger states that sixty-two women 
and thirty-nine men started work. 
Afr. Wolfinger udvif.es that hundreds 
jf pickers'Vr* now pretty generally 
>n the job and that walnuts are com- 
ng in at the rate of over one hun- 
dred and ten tons each day, which 
•ceeps the weigher more than busy. 
Also the cracker is kept diligently 
at his job of cracking and grading 
these nuts, sack after sack, as they 
come in so many nt a time. 


President Seymour Watts says that 


he association now has approximate- 
y seven thousand acres of walnuts 
signed up in the association and 
that there will be about one thou- 
sand or mnro ;;-r>m>/r ti'ccS which will 
soon oomo into bearing an(i which j 
will probably be listed with the asso- 
ciation. . 


The association with its 373 mem- 


bers," says Mr. Watts, "never was 
in better shape than now; never bet- 
ter prepared to serve its members 
and to conduct the business of mar- 
keting the nuts than now-." 


The walnut harvest for 1925, efiti- 


riiated at 3000 tons, shows a remark- 
able increase over that of last year 
when the focal packing house handled 
2480 tons. On Tuesday evening they 
had already shipped twelve carloads 
of good nuts. 


Puente and Covina districts boast 


a quality of nuts this year that is 
above the average standard quality, 
while a number of neighboring dis- 
tricts find that though their crop is 
larger the quality is somewhat below 
what they had anticipated. 


Of course with so many families 


coming into the valley to harvest this 
walnut crop we have many school 
children in the district that must be 
cared for since our school law re- 
quires that every child of school age 
must attend public school at least 
four hours each day. 
In keeping 


with this school law a part time 
school hue been provided at the Bas- 
ett school for a great number of 
he children, while others are being 
arcd for at West Covina school. 
Busses are provided to go around 
hvough the walnut district, gather 
up these children to start school at 
7:45 a. m. and return them to their 
lomes at 11:55 a. in., thus leaving 
hem ample time to assist their par- 
ents in the harvesting of the nuts.— 
r'ucnte Journal.

Miss Ellen Scripps, whose gift as- 


sures the first step in the develop- 
ment of the new plan, has been a 
constant friend of the college. Last 
year she purchased additional acre- 
age to be used in the development 
of the colleges and the year before 
she made it possible for the college 
to secure the Marcus E. Jones herb- 
arium, the largest collection of south- 
western plants in the United States.
